Transport Minister Shimon Peres 
has strongly denied that the trausport 
section of the Melah Emergency 
Economic Committee failed in its 
task during and after the war. At 
the same time, the army has decid- 
ed in principle to set up its own 
emergency transport system and 
not to relay on mobilization of 
privately owned trucks in future. 

“It is better to have trucks used 
to hau] ammunition stand idle for 
@ while than not to have them 
when they are needed," Mr. Peres 
told a meeting of the Economic 
Advisory Council in Tel Aviv yes- 
terday. 

The drawn-out nature of the pre- 
sent emergency and our longer sup- 
ply lines make 2 perfect solution 
of the transport problem impossible, 
be said. With the outbreak of war 
the army mobilized 70-80 per cent 
of all heavy trucks and it is under- 
standable that it has so far resist- 
ed all pressure by Melah to release 
them, he said. 

Of the 2,500 new trucks now be- 
ing imported (of which 800 have 
already arrived, according to Mr. 
Peres), 1,050 will go to the Army 
— which will release 2a correspond- 
ing amount of civilian transport, at 

. present mobilised. (The Council's 
’ Transport Committee recommends 
that the Army discharge trucks 
and drivers together.) 

Another 250 lorries will go to 
owners whose vehicles have been 
damaged in the fighting, while 530 
have already been ordered by the 
haulage companies,

The document was announced at 
the close of two days of meetings 
between the two, who promised to 
expand trade, cultural relations and 
humanitarian efforts for warld 
peace. 

In a joint statement they stressed 
the right of all nations whatever 
their size or political, economic or 
social systems “to existence, tn- 
dependence and sovereignty.” 

Sitting in the Cabinet Room with
